During the first twelve days of April 
a net gain of 4,871 men for the regu- 
lar service was recorded. 
The

daily average of applicants. 
The total 
enlisted strength now is approaching 
the 70,000 mark. 
President 
Wilson 
has already authorized recruitment to 
87,000, the maximum allowed by law, 
and pending legislation will provide for 
a total force of 197,000 Includinsr the 
coast defense aervlce, the only present 
volunteer clement.' 
When the 87,000 
fiirure h*« be«a.r«4ehtd It is poMlble 


that subsequent enlistments will 
be 
permitted "for the duration of the war" 
which would enable the active service 
to be filled up with 
war 
volunteers. 
Encouraging 
reports are coming 
in

task of organizing thç personnel of the 
coast and harbor patrol service.

Six Weeks to Plant, After 
Which Official Acts 
Will Not Avail. 


(By Basil M. Manly.) 


Washington, D. 
C., 
April 
13.—The 
authoritative statement by David Lu- 
bin, of the International Institute of 
Agriculture in Rome, that the world's 
grain supplies are 150,000,000 bushels 
short and that the United States, as 
well as all other countries, is facing 
possible famine 
next 
year, created 
consternation today in Washington. 


Members of congress and adminis- 
trative officials are being awakened to 
a realization that only the most stren- 
uous measures within the next month 
will enable this country to avoid the 
threat of great food stint. 


The end of the planting season for 
the most Important crops is just a lit- 
tle over forty-flve days away, 
and 
whatever is to be done must be done 
In that time. 
Before the first of June 
throughout the greater part of the 
country all the corn, wheat, barley, 
oats, potatoes and other staple crops 
must be planted. 
After that time all 
the statesmanlike plans in the world 
would not increase the harvests one 
per cent. 


With the 
awakening 
of Washing- 
ton's officialdom to the seriousness of 
the stuation is moming a realization 
that there is just one practical way to 
insure the planting of the largest pos- 
sible area. 
That is for the govern- 
ment to guarantee to the farmers a 
fair price for all staple crops they 
produce. 


The department of agriculture has 
been conducting a nation-wide cam- 
paign, preaching to the farmer that 
it is his sacred, patriotic duty to plant 
all land that he cisa possibly handle. 


Mass meetings fciN being held all 
over the country to S«jrry th» message 
to all farmers.

The place was Jeru- 
jsalem, perhaps in or near the temple. 
Facts, pictures and illustrations re- 
garding eastern shepherd life can be 
used effectlrely in teaching the lesson. 
The true teacher must impart, deTelop 
and protect. 
Jesus does all of these 
things. 
' 


I. Jesus, the Door (vr. 1-9).. Any- 
jftna who tries to get access to the 
sheep any other way than through 
Jesus the door is a thief and a rob- 
ber (T. 1). 
A door is an invitation to 
enter, to Investigate, to purchase, to 
learn, to meet others. It is the proper 
entrance. 
To go in through any other, 
way arouses suspicion. 
It is also a; 
means of safety to control those who 
enter; It can be closed In case of dan-, 
ger, and Is strong to protect against 
storms and thieves. 
It is a means of 
separation, to insure privacy, and to 
furnish a means of egress. Jesus says 
w© are to "go in" for communion with 
God, and to "go out" for service, to 
"go In" for strength and to "go out** 
for conflict. 
Verse nine Is a wonder- 
ful verse. 
In It we have the simplic- 
ity of the Gospel, "I am the door;" 
the exclusiveness of the Gospel, "By 
me," the renditions of the Gospel, "En- 
ter In;" the certainty. "Be s a v e d t h e 
liberty, "Go in and out;" the provis- 
ion, "Find pasture." 


The true acceptance of Jesus leads 
not to a life of fear and ronstraint 
but to the perfect liberty of a child, 
satisfaction in green pastures (Ps. 2.'?: 
2) that never fall (Rev. 7:16-n). 
Tlie 
world's richest pastiire lands are bleak 
and barren •wilderne.sses in comparison 
with this. 
Christ is the door to otlier 
things not mentioned in this lesson 
(See John 14:fi: Eph. 2:18; Rom. ñ-.l- 
2 ; Heb. 10:10-22). 
By him we enter 
the room of the knowledge of God. 
The Christian's business is to know 
God and to make hira known. 


If. Jesus, the Good Shepherd (vr. 
10-18). 
Tt Is not enough to he a door. 
A door hns no volition. It cannot leave 
its place. 
A shepherd ran go In and 
out. 
A false Christ and false shep- 
herd are ronlly thieves and robbers 
who come to "Steal and kill and de- 
stroy." 
On the other hand. .Jesus' 
mission was a glorious one, "I came 
that they might have life, and that 
they might have it more ahnndantl.v." 
As a good Shepherd (1) he has cour- 
age (v. 12). 
Jefins was not onl.v will- 
ing. hut aetually difl givn his life for 
the sheep. 
He hrid love for all of the 
sheep, and was willing to seek the lost 
(Matt. 
1S:12). 
Tie also had 
eonil- 
denre, due to his knowledge of God (v. 
14). 
This is not audaeity but quiet 
ronfidenre 
due 
to 
experienee. 
He 
knows the proper pas hires. 
He knows 
where to find wr.tor for the sheep. He 
knows the dangers and pitfalls along 
j the pathway. 
He knows how to di- 
rect our efforts. 
Snnda.v school teach- 
' ors ^•^•ho are following In the steps of 


i I he ina.'-' iT, an'l who perform the acts 
of n. pane] slK^jihi^rd, must pay

(2) Jesus had 
I chnrncicr {v. IH). 
He was right in 
• (he .=;i;:ht of Cod. but in order to be 
right in The sig'nt of God he must also 
I !)e right in the sifjlit of men. 
God ex- 
perts results. 
The rhnrrh expects re- 
sults from us. 
Tlio parents who trust 
their children to our teaching expert 
resjjlts. 
A sheop does not live for it- 
self. 
Tt lives for others. 
Unless It 
produces wool, and is good for meat. 
It has existed in vain; so God, man 
and the churrh expect of us, as nnder- 
shepherds. that we shall produce re- 
sults. 
This we do not have to do in 
our own strength for any of us may 
have the life which is "abundant" and 
"exceeding" 
and 
"beyond 
measure." 
The question is. have we this super- 
abundant life? (See I Pet. 1 : 8 ; John 
1:15; Col. 1:19; Eph. 3:16-19). 


Doctor Torrey has called our atten- 
tion to ten points about the good Shep- 
herd. 
(1) He knows the sheep. 
(2) 
He is known by his sheep. 
(3) He has 
a personal interest In his sheep, calls 
each by name (v. 3). 
(4) He leadeth 
them on. 
(5) He thrusts forth the 
laggard sheep (v. 4). 
(6) He over- 
looks none; all are his own (v. 4 R. 
v.). 
(7) He goeth before them. 
He 
has trodden every step of the way that 
they must take. 
(8) He careth for 
the sheep (v. 13). 
(9) He layeth down 
his life for the sheep (vv. 11 and 15). 
(10) Glveth eternal and abundant life 
to the sheep ( w . 10, 28, 29). 


Jesus has sheep outside of Israel (v. 
16). 
When these are brought In they 
will all become one fold (Eph. 2:14, 
15; Gal, 3:28). 
It Is through hearing 
his voice that they are to be brought. 
The laying down of his life wa.s a vol- 
untary art on his part, but It was per- 
fcwmed in obedience to the father's 
will (See Chap. 6:.38; 15:10). 
Je.sus 
intended that his relation to his fol- 
lowers should be exactly like that 
which bound himself to the Father (See 
Chap. 17:21-23).

Universal training means something 
more than screwing up a man's brawn 
for a fight. I t means polishing up a 
million yontls every year, so that they 
know what to do witli their hands, feet 
and heads. 
If it comes to a fight, the 
trained man is there with a knockout, 
with no lost motion. If it doesn't come 
to a fight, your trained man is on his 
toes for the sprint to success, and the 
other man is caught flat-footed. In our 
history, only one generation out of six 
has been called on en masse to fight— 
and that agony was drawn out four years 
because they were not fit. 


The country lout, the fish-eyed comer- 
loafer, the milk-sop and the boob will 
go into training camp. But the charac- 
teristics of 
their species 
will shortly 
evaporate. 
Like the college man, they 
will be taught how to learn. 
Like the 
college man, they will brush elbows with 
fellows of their age and instincts, drawn 
from the four comers of the county. 
The mere contact of the group, the fric- 
tion of sectional ideas, has its broaden- 
ing eflfect. That is one of the big things 
we pay for in college. 
That is one of 
the big things we will get for nothing 
in universal training. 


Becently my advice was sought as to 
a school for a fatherless boy of 14, an 
only cliild, w^ith a doting mother. 
He 
was wilful, had a splendid intellect, man- 
aged his mother with elfieiency and dis- 
patch. 
Also he was in the way of be- 
coming a skillful liar. 
' 
I advised ^ 
military school. 
Why? 
Discipline. 
Occupy his time. 
First of 
all, teach him what to do with his hands 
and his feet. 
Let him learn by doing. 
Let him experience the civilizing effect 
of guard duty as a punishment for an 
infraction, toting a nine-pound army rifle 
and a pack, in 
hollow square, while 
his fellows are kicking a football or 
are off on a hike. Present him w^ith that 
thrill of pride that comes with a West 
Point carriage of the head and shoul- 
ders, the clear eye and the military pace. 
Teach him what his muscles are, and 
how to use them; teach him what food 
is, and why; teach him what clothes are, 
and how to wear them; give hira the 
zest of competition and cmuIa|;ion, among 
a squad of comrades 
who have been 
gathered from the four winds. And best 
of all, let him know that he is out in 
the world—away from an easy mother, 
and his gang. Let bim know he is mak- 
ing his own way, that he will stand or 
fall in the estimation of his comrades, 
only if ho is a regular fellow, willing 
to do his part in his democracy, without 
shirking. 
There is no place a boy can 
absorb all these things with his daily 
bread, except under competent military 
discipline. 


One day, at the end of three months 
of training, I watched this boy enter a 
room in wlilch sat a group of men—^big 
men, 
of ^national 
importance, 
whose 
names this boy reads daily in the papers. 
He had forgotten about his hands and 
feet; he had forgotten how to shamble; 
to slump from one foot to another; to 
look shifty-eyed; to swallow his words 
when he talked. 
He was no longer an 
awkward boy. 


He was erect, confident, respectful, 
with the 
confidence and 
respect that 
comes from pride. Ho knew that these 
great masters of men occupied, outside 
in the world, a position like his own drill 
sergeant or squad captain. 
Some day 
he hopes to be drill sergeant, or even 
squad captain, if he be found worthy. 
Some later day he hopes to be what 
these great masters of men are. 
He is 
being groomed for the part. 
It isn't 
tlic goose-step idea of subservience that 
is being instilled in his veins. It is the 
pride and confidence that comes 
with 
the feel of a sound body and a clear 
mind. 


That boy doesn't know it, but he made 


In the beginning, his doting mother 
wept when poor William wrote home 
the harrowing details of guard duty. 
His doting mother wept again when I 
told her about her blessed William and 
his interview with the great men. 


If you want to visualize what three 
months' training has done for this boy, 
go to a moving picture theater, and com- 
pare the screen "supe" taking the part 
of a military orderly, with your idea 
of the real thing. The fake is fawning, 
ill at east and sloppy; the real thing 
is spruce, erect and his own man. 


Universal training aims at the .same 
end. 
Shining up a man physically, ao 
that he can shoot, dig and win for his 
flag, without lost motion, is only one 
side of it. The biggest part of it comes 
from turning an awkward youth into a 
man, a man who respects himself and 
his fellows. He is taught how to think 
for himself, and how to act. WTien yoii 
have done that for your youths, you 
have given them the best part of a col- 
lege training.

KSud- 
dently he changed his plans and de- 
cided to go to J a p a n and cross Si- 
beria and Russia to Germany by spe- 
ial permission. 


When ]ie arrived a t Nagasaki 
the 
Japanese refused to allow him to land. 
The Thomas' officers had no authority 
fo carry 
him 
further. 
At length 
he 
made arrangements through the Swiss 
consul to land and agreed to go to 
China. 


By the time he reached China t h a t 
country 
had 
broken 
with 
Germany 
and lie went to Honolulu and decided 
to take his chances with the United 
States as the least likely of all the 
powers of the Pacific to m a k e things 
uncomfortable for him. 


He has placed himself in the hands 
of the S^viss consul a t San Francisco.

Washington, April 
13.—"Conscrip- 
tion of wealth" is likely to become the 
official administration plan for 
financ- 
ing the war. 
President Wilson set 
forth the idea in his famous war mes- 
sage, and it has found a strong sup- 
porter in Claude Kitchin, 
chairman 
of the ways and means committee of 
the house, where all revenue legisla- 
tion must originate. 
Kitchin Is a pio- 
neer in the direction of increased in- 
come tax, profit tax and inheritance 
taxes. 
He differs radically with Sec- 
retary of the Treasury McAdoo, who 
always favored the conventional bond 
issues and taxes on sugar, tea, coffee, 
gasoline and flivvers. So far Kitchin's 
plans have prevailed with congress. 


The American committee on 
war 
finance, 
of which Amos Pinchot 
is 
head, has formally launched this plan 
for financing the war, and their move- 
ment has been given a fine new im- 
petus by the endorsement it has re- 
ceived by E. 
Scripps. 
The latter 
is the founder of the Scripps news- 
papers, and by his control in the two 
dozen 
Scripps 
newspapers, 
in 
the 
United Piesa and the Newspaper En- 
terprise association, he possesses the 
largest single engine of publicity in 
the United States. 
Mr. Scripps signed 
the Pinchot petition and wired Presi- 
dent Wilson as follows: 


"I strongly urge that we should pay 
as wc go in the war, with income and 
inheritance 
taxes. 
All 
incomes 
of 
over $100,000 a year should be con- 
.scripted. 
The minimum cash pay of 
.soldiers and sailors should be not less 
than $3 per day during the war. Such 
legislation would cost me much more 
than half my present income." 


The plan proposed by the American 
committee would tax private incomes 
.substantially as follows: 


Two and a half per cent, on in- 
comes of from $5,000 to $10,000 per 
year. 


On incomes over .$10,000 a tax on a 
.'-iiding scale, beginning at ten per cent, 
and rising to a point which will allow 
no individual to retain an annual net 
income in excess of $100,000 during 
the war. 


Also, restriction of profit on war 
supplies to 3% per cent, net, the de- 
livery of defective supplies to be made 
a crinunal offense, punishable by im- 
prisonment. 


It is possible that this war will dis- 
close America's rich men in a new 
light. 
A letter from one very rich 
man to another reads, in part, as fol- 
lows: 


"The rich men of the country are, 
largely, men whose large fortunes are 
purely an incident of the vigor and 
force that impelled them to do great 
things, not for the purpose of making 
money but only for the delight they 
experience in doing iDlg things. 
These 
men, to a large extent at least, suffer 
extremely from what they feel is the 
unjust judgment of the great mass of 
people. 
They 
feel that, while 
they 
have made great 
wealth for 
them- 
selves, they have been of great sei-vice 
to the public, and that there is no way 
of their continuing tneir great activi- 
ties for the benefit of the public and 
themselves without continuing and in- 
creasing their fortuv^es. 


"When jnen by the practice of busi- 
ness acquire the 
habit 
of 
investing 
money profitably, it is very difficult 
for them, really very painful, to pour 
out their inonej' in so-called philan- 
thropy. because their own experience 
and observation have proved to them 
that the methods of philanthropy are 
generally very wasteful; that it takes 
j fi-oni 50 to 75 cents of every dollar so 
I invested to pay the middlemen and 
the overhead 
charges, so that 
only 
I fr(jm 20 to 50 cents of the dollar spent 
j ever becomes a real investment. 
To 
' such men It is a godsend to have the 
! government 
come 
along 
and 
take 
; away as an income or an inheritance 
tax their burdensome surplus. 
I 
"But we all know tha,t we are con- 
j demned. 
Now, all or a sudden, there 
I is presented to us an opportunity—the

LESSONS OF WAR 


ARE SHOWN THEM 


American Soldier Ought to 
Be Healthiest in the 
World. 


London, April 
1.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—The Amer- 
ican soldier ought to be the healthiest 
soldier in the world because he starts 
out backed by a medical organization 
that has been given.all the valuable 
lessons learned 
by the big British 
armies in its three years' experience in 
this, the greatest of wars. 
The state- 
ment made by Sir Alfred Keough, sur- 
geon general of the British army, to 
an 
Associated 
Press 
representative, 
revealed for the first time the close co- 
operation 
between 
the 
medical 
branches of the American and British 
armies maintained since the early days 
of the war. 


American Medical Officers There. 
For this fact the American people 
must thank Sir Alfred, the man re- 
sponsible for the health of the 5,000,- 
000 British soldiers scattered all over 
the various theaters of war, who has 
placed, and is still doing so, all the 
information gained in the war at the 
disposal of the American army medical 
men. 
Right now. Sir Alfred said, there 
are in this country four of the leading 
United States army medical men who 
have been studying the British medi- 
cal 
and sanitary 
arrangements In 
France and who have toured the hospi- 
tal.s in England, .studying the royal 
army medical corps at home. 
They 
are Surgeons Pleadwell. Colonel Brad- 
ley. Major Ford and Major Lister. 


"We have and still are giving the 
United States army the benefits of our 
three \ears' cxppvienoe 
in 
keeping 
healthy our rnormous ai-m.v," Sir Al- 
fred <<in(inued. 
"Tn fact a close co-

medi»;al supervision than any in the 
world. 


"Of counsf. the United States has 
always had a 
very 
highly efficient 
medical serv'i<'R. i)ie ojily question i.s 
whether or not it is fully prepared 
for the expansion neressary to raising 
a large army. 
1 say this because I 
doubt whether those outside the or- 
ganization undei-stood its importance. 
The layman usually thinks only of the 
killing efficiency of an army, not real- 
izing that to be able to kill the enemy 
an army's health must be right up to 
scratch all the time. 


"The first essential for an effcient 
army is that it be well fed. A well 
fed ai my is an army in which disease 
j)revention has its greatest chance of 
success. 
We cannot protect 
health 
which is undermined by inadequate 
feeding. The next essentia] to an eifi- 
r'ent army is the immediate investiga- 
tion of epidemics. 
Both of these prob- 
lema have been solved by us. 


Epidemics Readily Controlled. 


"The British army is well fed and 
free of epidemics. 
Since the outbreak 
of war, we have had but three epi- 
demics in the British forces and in 
each case, the.se liave been stamped 
out almost instantly. 
We did this by 
concentrating our best medical effort 
at the source. 


"We learned our lessons in sanita- 
tion from the South African war just 
as the American arm yhas benefited 
by its experience with disease in the 
Spanish-American war and later In 
the big camps in the southern part of 
the United States. 
We first tried en- 
teric innoculation in the boer war and 
have perfected It since with the result 
that this disease has been practically 
stamped out. In our whole army we 
now have but four or five cases of en- 
teric fever in one month.

Two Score Unknown Victims 
of Explosion Placed in 
One Trench. 


Chester, Pa., April 13.—Thousands 
of persons assembled in the Chester 
rural cemetery as lain fell today to 
witness the funeral of the two-score 
unidentified dead of the explosion at 
the plant of the Eddystone ammuni- 
tion corporation on Tuesday 
which 
killed 122 persons: Services were held 
at a long trench In which the un- 
claimed victims were buried in oaken 
cases. 
Clergy of all 
denominations 
took part in the ceremony. 


Chester and Eddystone were places 
of mourning. 
The Eddystone works 
shut down at 7:45 a. m. until Monday 
in respect to the memory of the dead. 
The locomotive plant of the Baldwin 
works, the Remington Arms company 
and numerous business places closed 
part of the day. The bodies of the un- 
identified dead were taken to the cem- 
etery during the night to avoid dis- 
tressing scenes along the streets. After 
the caskets had been lowered into the 
trench they were covered with canvas 
to await formal burial service. 
Over 
this canvas were heaped flowers that 
were sent by the Eddystone corpora- 
tion, families of the dead and hun- 
dreds of sympathizers. Revised 
figures 
show that 122 persons lost their lives 
in the explosion and that fifty still re- 
main in the hospitals. 
Of the injured 
twelve are in a serious condition. 


The various inve.stigations into the 
cause of the explosivn were continued 
today. 
In the absence of any conclu- 
sions by experts who are making the 
inquiry officials of the company said 
the cause of the accident Is still a mat- 
ter of speculation.

all to conserve our resources and in- 
crease the products of our f a r m s and 
gardens. 


IfftTC 19,323 Aci-es. 


"The poor asylums in this state have i 
in their farms an aggregate of 19,323 j 
ecres. 
The greater part can be culti- j 
vated. 
We earnestly ask you to go 
over very carefully your resources and 
possibilities and see whether, by spe- 
cial thought and effort, you can not in- 
crease your acreage or production of 
field 
and garden crops. 
Some poor ; 
asylums which formerly bought many 
' vegetables and much fruit, are 
now 
' growing an abundance for their own 
use.

"The historic occasion on which the 
first flag of the United States was un- 
furled to the breeze was on August 6, 
1777, when Colonel John Stark hoist- 
ed it over the present city of Rome. 
New York, after he had captured Ave

was in no way similar to that used by 
the army.

How better could he 
have expressed 
the dignity 
of the 
American people? 
In what more ap- 
propriate way could he have made it 
known to the British tyrants that wo 
considered ourselves capable of gov- 
erning ourselves? 


"By adopting an official 
flag 
the 
government declared for all times its 
independence. 
For by establishing a 
flag signified that the nation was en- 
tirely loosed from allegiance to any 
other 
flag. 
The people were bound 
to honor that flag, to pay it homags, 
not as a god, but as a signal of Its 
worth. 


"We not only give honor to the flag 
itself, but also to the men who foui^ht 
under It. 
Would you, if you 
were 
commander of a warship, fighting an 
enemy superior to yourself, pull down 
the flag as a sign of surrender, which 
would be a di.shonor to It or would you 
like a true hero under fire, fight that 
enemy till your ship was sent to an 
everlasting reatlnc place? 
Would you, 
let me ask again, strike the colors of 
your fort, which would mean the an- 
nihilation of the army or would you 
fight till you spent your last spark of 
life in defense of your 
flag?

"Our flag is worth It and I can 
safely say that all of us would leap 
at the opportunity wera It presented 
us. 
Read a history of 
the United 
States and you will And many inatances 
when American heroes were in these 
straits and died before their flag would 
be pulled down.

Washington, D. C., April IS.—The 


authoritative statement by David Lu- 
bln, of the International Institute of 
Agriculture In Rome, that th« world's 
grain supplies are 160,000.000 bushels 
short and that the United States, as 
well as all other countries. Is facing 
possible famine 
next year, created 


consternation today In Washington. 


Members of .congress and adminis- 


trative officials' are being awakened to 
a realization .that only the most stren- 
uous measures within the next month 
will enable this country to avoid the 
threat of great food stint. 


The end of the planting season for 


the most important crops is Just a lit- 
tle over forty-five days away, and 
whatever Is to be done must be done 
In that time. Before the first of June 
throughout the greater part of the 
country all the corn, wheat, barley, 
oats, potatoes and other staple crops 
must be planted. After that time all 
the statesmanlike plans In the world 
would not increase the harvests one 
per cent. 


With th« awakening of Washing- 


ton's officialdom to the seriousness of 
the stuatlon Is morning a realization 
that there is lust one practical way to 
insure the.planting of the largest pos- 
sible area. That Is for the govern- 
ment to guarantee to the farmers a 
fair price for all staple crops they 
produce. 


The department of agriculture has 


been conducting a nation-wide cam- 
paign, preaching to the farmer that 
it is his sacred, patriotic duty to plant 
all land that he <*» possibly handle. 


Mass meetings !*• being held all 


over the country to *Ury th» message 
to all farmers. 


But the agents of the department 


in charge of this campaign of educa- 
tion ;are discovering that the farmer. Is 
not only hard-handed: he Is hard- 
headed. He is afraid of being caught 
with bumper crops on his hand* which 
he will have to sacrifice at a low 
price. 


Tic is not going to exert himself to 


the utmost until he knows that he Is 
going to have a fair market for what 
lie produces. If he could be assured 
«.f $1 for every bushel of com and 
$1.50 for every bushel of -wheat, he 
would put every Inch of his land Into 
*t:iple crops—corners, hedgerows and 
all.

This lesson probably, occurred at 


the Fwwt of the Tabernacle in Octo- 
ber, A. D. 29. The place was Jeru- 
salem, perhaps In or near the temple. 
Jfccts, pictures and Illustrations re- 
tarding eastern shepherd life can be 
used effectively In teaching the lesson. 
The trne teacher must Impart, develop 
and protect. .

"En- 
ter In;" the certainty, "Be saved;" the- j 
liberty, "Go in and out;" the provis- 
ion, "Find pasture." 


The trne acceptance of Jesus lends

Preparedness. 


The country, now actually at war, is rapidly bring put in the way 


of understanding what the much exploited and little appreciated 
term "preparedness" really means. It means more than so many train- 
ed men, so many cannon, so many aeroplanes, so much munitions and 
the like. It means more than so many dreadnaughts, so many cruisers, 
so many submarines and so many men to man them. It means mob- 
ilization of all resources—man power, finance, industry and agricul- 
ture. In no particular is America prepared—in no particular is she 
likely to goon be prepared. 


While events march on congress bickers and chaffers, bargaining- 


like, about the levying of troops. In the face of the prim actuality of 
war enlistments proceed slowly. The navy calls frantically for men, 
the army rakes the country for recruits. All agencies—governmental 
and civic—begin a hurried caragaign for increase of food resources. 
Industry bestirs its mind to find a way by which it can spare men for 
military duty and at the same timo keep necessary reserves of its own. 
Wo need nothing so much as preparedness and of all things we have 
nothing in measure so short. Preparedness means readiness—instant, 
readiness—in all things in every wise. And wo are ready in no wise. 
The terrible lessons Europe has been spreading before us for almost 
three years have provoked only talk; they have not stirred to action. 


If the great Avar holds out long enough wo shall get ready to do 


a part in it. But that to get ready is going to require many months 
all now can see and understand—all but the wise men whom the peo- 
ple have charged with their necessities in congress. Unreadiness 
cost Great Britain sacrifice inestimable in the first, two years of the 
war. 
In naval preparedness she had not been wanting during more 


than two centuries. Her navy saved her and her allies. Her navy 
saves us today. Out, of this war we shall coine full panoplied to take 
care of ourselves, but there is the question of what we shall pay—as 
England has paid—while we apply ourselves to the slow and tortuous 
lesson of it. 


In the one thing whereof we should have knowledge and resource 


beyond measure, we find ourselves today in a panic about. Feeding 
ourselves and much of the %vorld besides ought to make no problem 
for us, yet we have it for a problem that is grave enough as it fits our 
own case alone, to say nothing of what we must do for those peoples 
with whose fiags our own colors are now grouped. 


With three years in which to prepare, knowing that we were men- 


aced and almost certain sooner or later to be sucked into the mael- 
strom, we have not prepared. The one thing in which we are imme- 
diately ready is the power to furnish money. That is a vast and in- 
dispensable power—likely to be the determining power in a war where 
we have allies mighty in the human and material resources that count 
on the firing line—but it would avail us little if! we had to stand alone 
against Germany or even Japan,"as we may have to stand when the 
European conflict shall have ended. 


We are now set, out upon the road that leads to defensive pre- 


paredness. We shall ultimately bring ourselves to a state of power- 
ful resistance. We shall have mobilization o£ all resources. We shall 
have trained men—again, of course, allowing for congress—and we 
shall have equipment for them. But let us understand well that, even 
now at war, we arc just making our clumsy beginnings in putting the 
nation -in a condition of defense. 


Universal training means something 


more than screwing up a man's brawn 
for a fight. It means polishing up a 
million youths every year, so that they 
know what to do with their hands, feet 
and heads. If it comes to a fight, the 
trained man is there with a knockout, 
with no lost motion. If it doesn't come 
to a fight, your trained man is on his 
toes for the sprint to success, and 4he 
other man is caught flat-footed. In OUT 
history, only one generation out of six 
has been called on en masse to fight— 
and that agony was drawn out four years 
because they were not fit. 


The country lout, the fish-eyed corner- 


loafer, the milk-sop and the" boob will 
go into training camp. But the charac- 
teristics of their species will shortly 
evaporate. 
Like the college man, they 


will be taught how to learn. Like the 
college man, they will brush elbows with 
fellows of their age and instincts, drawn 
from the four corners of the country. 
The mere contact of the group, the fric- 
tion of sectional ideas, has its broaden- 
ing effect. That is one of the big things 
we pay for in college. That is one of 
the big things we will get for nothing 
in. universal training. 


Eecently my advice was sought as to 


a school for a fatherless boy of 14, an 
only child, with a doting mother. He 
was wilful, had a splendid intellect, man- 
aged his mother with efficiency and dis- 
patch. Also he was in the way of be- 
coming a skillful liar. 


I advised a military school. 
Why?, 


Discipline. 
Occupy his time. First of 


all, teach him what to do with his hands 
and his feet. Let him learn by doing. 
Let him experience the civilizing effect 
of guard duty as a punishment for an 
infraction,, toting a nine-pound army rifle 
and a pack, in a hollow square, while 
his fellows are kicking a football or 
are off on a hike- Present him with that 
thrill of pride tbat*comes with a West 
Point carriage of the head and shoul- 
ders, the clear eye and the military pace- 
Teach him what his muscles are, and 
how to use them; teach him what food 
is, and why; teach him what clothes are, 
and how to wear them; give him the 
zest of competition and emulation, among 
a squad of comrades who have been 
gathered from the four winds. And best 
of all, let him know that h« is out in 
the world—away from an easy mother, 
and his gang. Let him know he is mak- 
ing his own way, that ho will stand or 
fall in the estimation of his comrades, 
only if ho is a regular fellow, willing 
to do his part in his democracy, without 
shirking. There is no place a boy can 
absorb all these things with his daily 
bread, except under competent military 
discipline. 


Ono day, at the end of three months 


of training, I watched this boy enter a 
room in which sat a group of men—big 
men, of national importance, whoso 
names this boy reads daily in the papers. 
He had forgotten about his hands and 
feet; ha had forgotten how to shamble; 
to slump from one foot to another; to 
look shifty-eyed; to swallow his words 
when he talked. lie was no longer an 
awkward boy. 


He was erect, confident, respectful, 


with tho 
confidence and respect that 


ronics from pride. Ho knew that these 
great masters of men occupied, outside 
in tho world, a position like bis own drill 
sergeant or squad captain. 
Some day 


ho hopes to bo drill sergeant, or even 
squad captain, if ho bo found worthy. 
Some later day ho hopes to bo what 
these great masters of men are. Ho is 
being groomed for tho part. 
It isn't 


the goose-step idea of subservience that 
is being instilled in Ms veins. It is the 


'""" 
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his fortune the day when he walked 
into that room. One of the big men 
said, when he departed: 


"That's a fine boy. I'll keep my eye 


on him." 


In the beginning, his doting mother 


•wept when poor William wrote home 
the harrowing details of guard dnty. 
His doting mother wept again when I 
told her about her blessed William and 
his interview with the great men. 


If you want to visualize what three 


months' training has done for this boy, 
go to a moving picture theater, and com- 
pare the screen "supe" taking the part 
of a military orderly, with your idea 
of the real thing. The fake is fawning, 
ill at east and sloppy; the real thing 
is spruce, erect and his own man. 


Universal training aims at the same 


end. Shining up a man physically, so 
that he can shoot, dig and win for his 
flag, without lost motion, is only one 
side of it. The biggest part of it comes 
from turning an awkward youth into a 
man, 
a man who respects himself and 


his fellows. He is taught how to think 
for himself, and how to act. When you 
have done that for your youths, you 
have given them the best part of a col- 
lege training.

cinnamon and nutmeg; add l cupful 
each of molasses, sweet milk, chopped 
suet, chopped flprs and stoned raisirm. 
Mix thoroughly, pack into Rmall bak- 
ing powder cans, and strain 2 hours. 
Serve with a foamy pudding sauce.

London, April 1.—(Correspondence 


of the Associated Press.)—The Amer- 
ican soldier ought to be the healthiest 
soldier in the world because he starts 
out backed by a medical organization 
that has been given all the valuable 
lessons learned 
by the big British 


armies in its three years' experience in 
this, the greatest of wars. The state- 
ment made by Sir Alfred Keough. sur- 
geon general of the British army, to 
an Associated 
T'ress representative, 


revealed for the first time the close co- 
operation 
between 
the 
medical 


branches of the American and Kritish 
armies maintained since the early days 
of the war. 


American Medical Officers There. 
For this fact the American people 


must thank Sir Alfred, tho man re- 
sponsible for the health of the 5,000.- 
(100 British soldiers scattered all over 
the various theaters of war. who has 
placed, and is still doinc so. all the 
information gained in the -war at the 
disposal of the American army medical 


I men. Right now. Sir Alfred said, there 
are in this country four of the leading 
United States army medical men who 
have been studvir.^ the British medi- 
ral and sanitary arrangements in 
France and who have toured the hospi- 
tals in Knglaml. studying the royal 
army medical corps nt homo. 
They

I way this because I 


doubt whether tboso outside the or- 
ga nlzatlnn understood Its importance. 
The layman usually thinks only of the 
killing efficiency of an army, not real- 
izing that to be able to kill the enemy 
an army's health must be right up to 
scratch all tho time. 


"The first essential for an effciont 


army Is that It be well fed. A well 
fed army ia an army In which disease 
prevention has its greatest chance of 
success. 
We cannot protect health i 


which Is undermined by inadequate ! 
feeding. The next eisential to an effl- i 
dent army Is the Immediate investiga- 
tion of epidemics. Both of these prob- 
lems have been solved by us. 


Epidemics Readily Controlled. 


"The British nrmy is well fed and 


free of epidemics. Since the outbreak i 
of war, we have had but three epi- 
demics In the British forces and In 
each case, theso have been stamped 
out almost instantly. We did this by 
concentrating our best medical effort 
at the source. 


"We learned our lessons in sanita- 


tion from the South African war Just 
as the American arm yhas benefited 
by its experience with disease In the 
Spanish-American war and later In 
the big camps in the southern part of 
the United States. We first tried en- 
teric Innoculation in the boer war and 
have perfected It since with the result 
that this disease has been practically 
stamped out. 
In our whole army we 


now have but four or five cases of en- 
teric fever in one month. 


"The United States army medical 


authorities know all about our expe- 
rience."

were scut by the Eddystone corpora- 
tion, families of the dead and hun- 
dreds of sympathizers. Revised figures 
show that 122 persons lost their lives

tw-elve are in a serious condition. 


The various Investigations into the
